The amended label and CSF(s) referred to above, submitted in connection with registration under 
the Federal Insecticide, Fungicide and Rodenticide Act, as amended, are acceptable. This 
approval does not affect any conditions that were previously imposed on this registration. You 
continue to be subject to existing conditions on your registration and any deadlines connected 
with them.

A stamped copy of your labeling is enclosed for your records. This labeling supersedes all 
previously accepted labeling. You must submit one copy of the final printed labeling before you 
release the product for shipment with the new labeling. In accordance with 40 CFR 152.130(c), 
you may distribute or sell this product under the previously approved labeling for 18 months 
from the date of this letter. After 18 months, you may only distribute or sell this product if it 
bears this new revised labeling or subsequently approved labeling. “To distribute or sell” is 
defined under FIFRA section 2(gg) and its implementing regulation at 40 CFR 152.3.

crop group, carrots, celery and leaf petioles subgroup, cereals (barley, oats, rye, triticale, wheat), citrus (non-
bearing), corn (field, seed and popcorn), coriander (cilantro), corn (sweet), cranberries, filberts (hazelnuts), 
garden beets, garlic, grasses grown for seed, mint, onions, parsley, peanuts, pecans, pineapples, pineapples 
(post harvest), pistachios, rice, sap stain control, shallots, sorghum, soybeans, stone fruit, strawberries, 
sugarbeets, sugarcane, tree nuts, turf and ornamentals, and wild rice; 

2. Unless packaged in water-soluble packaging, this product may not be formulated into wettable powder end-use 
products.

Stand 
the container on its end and tip it back and forth several times. Turn the container over onto its other end and tip it 
back and forth several times. Empty the rinsate into application equipment or a mix tank or store rinsate for later 
use or disposal. Repeat this procedure two more times. Then offer for recycling or reconditioning, or puncture and 
dispose of in a sanitary landfill or by incineration, or if allowed by state and local authorities, by burning.
Refillable Container: Refillable container. Refill this container with propiconazole only. Do not reuse this container 
for any other purpose. Cleaning the container before final disposal is the responsibility of the person disposing of 
the container.  Cleaning before refilling is the responsibility of the refiller.  To clean the container before final 
disposal, empty the remaining contents from this container into application equipment or mix tank. Fill the container 
about 10 percent full with water. Agitate vigorously or recirculate water with the pump for 2 minutes. Pour or pump 
rinsate into application equipment or rinsate collection system. Repeat this rinsing procedure two more times.
For minor spills, leaks, etc., follow all precautions indicated on this label and clean up immediately. Take special 
care to avoid contamination of equipment and facilities during cleanup procedures and disposal of waste.
